NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES. 


The following information is from the report by Mr. J. W. Stewart, 
late H.M. Consul at Batavia, on the trade of the Netherlands Kast 
Indies in 19138, which will shortly be issued :-— 


The total number of motor vehicles (exclusive of motor cycles) 

imported into Java during 1915 was 1,126, as 
Motor Vehicles. against 1,104 in 1912 and 622 in 1911. The 

number of vehicles for commercial purposes Is not 
stated in the official statistics of imports, but both light and heavy 
motor wagons are now being used in steadily increasing numbers. 
So far as can be ascertained. only one British make of commercial 
motor is in use in Java. Official figures credit the Netherlands with 
being by far the largest supplier of motor cars for the Java market, 
but this is manifestly a mistake which is no doubt accounted for by 
the fact that a large number of cars made in I'rance and Germany 


are shipped to Java from Dutch ports.

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Bbard of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
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Confidential Information—continued. 








Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1913, 1,048 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 170,895 co pies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application.

NEW MINING REGULATIONS IN MOROCCO. 
Operation suspended in certain districts of French Zone. 


With reference to the notice on p. 244 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 30th April and to previous notices, relative to the new 
mining regulations in Morocco, H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Tangier 
has forwarded a copy of a notice appearing in the “ Bulletin 
Officiel ” of 22nd May, suspending the operation of the mining 
regulations in certain districts of the French Zone. No “permis de 
recherches” will be granted for the present, except within the 
districts mentioned in the notice. 

Roughly speaking, the regions in which “ permis de recherches ” 
will be granted are those lying west of a line starting from a point 
on the trontier of the zone south-east of Alcazar and running a few 
miles west of Wazan, east and south of Fez and Mequinez towards 
Rabat, then, when nearing the coast, turning south and enclosing the 
tribes of Shawia, Beni Miskeen and all the plain country down to 
Marrakesh to the Atlas and westwards to the coast.

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NEW TRADE MARKS LAW IN SIAM. 


The Siamese Royal Gazette of 26th April publishes the text of the 
new Siamese ‘‘ Law on Trade Marks and Trade Names of the year 
2457,” which will come into force on lst October next. In forward- 
ing an English translation of this Law, the Acting British Consul- 
General at “Bangkok (Mr. J. Crosby) states that it marks a welcome 
step in the commercial legislation of Siam and that its provisions are 
of importance to the British trade interests so largely represented in 
that country. 

With regard to trade names, Section 10 stipulates that any person 
engaged in trade may use as trade name his own name or any 
invented name, or the name of another person provided tl.at the latter's 
consent has been obtained. Section 12 provides that a person who 
trades under a lawful trade name is entitled to the exclusive use of it. 
Section 11, as appearing in the English translation, raises a somewhat 
difficult point. It runs as follows:—‘‘ No person may use as trade 
name the Royal Name or a name including the word Royal without a 
warrant from His Majesty (the King of Siam).” This stipulation 
may seem an unfortunate one, in view of the fact that many British 
companies trade under names which include the word in question. 
Reference to the original Siamese version, however, shows that the 
intention of the section may rather be to forbid the use in trade names 
of words signifying that the person trading is connected with the 
King or State. The use of an English trade name including the 
word ‘“ Royal,” it may be argued, need not necessarily come within 
the scope of this restriction. The point will, doubtless, require further 
elucidation in course of time. 

The bulk of the new Act deals with the question of trade marks 

and offers facilities for their registration. It will in future be 
ossible to register trade marks in Siam on application to the 
Registrar of Trade Marks at the Ministry of Agriculture in 
Bangkok. The registration will be valid for 12 years and may be 
renewed. If the applicant is not the owner of the mark he must 
attach to the application a written authority showing that he has 
the power to apply for registration; no application will be enter- 
tained unless the applicant has a fixed place of abode in Siam. 
Section 39 stipulates that every person who is registered as the owner 
of a trade mark must keep in Siam a fixed place of business, or be 
represented in Siam by an agent having a fixed place of business. 

Section 37 stipulates that a person who is registered as owner of a 
trade mark is considered to be its owner and to have the exclusive 

right to use it for all the goods of the class or classes for which 
registration has been granted, until such registration has been can- 
celled, amended or restricted. ‘The fees to be charged for registration 
have not vet been fixed, but a scale will, presumably, be drawn up 
later by the Minister of Agriculture. 

In view of the ex-territorial privileges enjoyed by the nationals of 
certain foreign powers in Siam, Section 15 is an important one. It 
stipulates that registration of a mark can only be effected, ‘ provided 
that its owner be a person under Siamese jurisdiction or a subject of 
a Government which has accepted the present Law.” In virtue of 
the Anglo-Siamese Treaty of 1900, all British subjects, whether 
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—— 


European or Asiatic, are now subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Siamese Courts, and therefore may secure the benefits of the Act. 
The same applies to French Asiatic subjects and protégés and to all 
Danish subjects. French European subjects and the nationals of the 
various other Treaty Powers in Siam will only be entitled to the 
benefits of the Act, in the event of their respective Governments 
accepting: it. 

Mr. Crosby draws attention to the fact that the classification of goods 
appearing in the Schedule annexed to the new Law is identical with 
that contained in the Third Schedule to the “Trade Mark Rules, 
1906,” which were issued by the Board of Trade in virtue of the 
provisions of the British Trade Marks Acts, 1905. It is understood 
that the Siamese authorities intend to publish, in the form of a hand- 
book, a guide to the classification of goods, similar to that printed by 
order of the Comptroller-General in connection with the above- 
mentioned Third Schedule to the British ‘‘ Trade Mark Rules, 1906.”

In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised ” goods, 1.€., ‘goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

COMMERCIAI, SITUATION IN THE UNITED STATES. 


H.M. Consul-General at New York (Sir C. W. Bennett, C.i.E.) 
reports, under date 22nd May, that the present condition of business 
affairs in the United States does not appear to be very satisfactory. 

The railway companies are economising by dispensing with men, 
reducing the number of trains, and making all other possible 
economies. In most industries factories are not running at more 
than two-thirds to three-quarters capacity, whilst the situation in the 
coal mining districts is the most unsatisfactory feature of all. 

It is reported that in the country districts and small cities and 
towns there is a great lack of ready money, and that although the 
banks in those sections have plenty of money they are very reluctant 
to grant loans, Building is at a low ebb throughout the country. 

The situation among the railways seems to be the most disturbing 
cause. They are the largest buyers and the largest employers of 
labour of any industry, and at present they are living practically from 
hand to mouth, and not buying more than is absolutely necessary. 
The impression appears to prevail that they will obtain from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission powers to advance their rates, and 
the opposition of the public to this course appears to be less pro- 
nounced than it was some months since. An advance in the freight 
rates would not, of course, necessarily bring full prosperity, but, 
taken together with the fact that the harvest this year is expected 
to be such an abundant one, it cannot help improving the position 
of the railways as a whole. 

The effect of the tariff revision has been discounted, and business 
is quickly adjusting itself to new conditions; this is being the more 
readily done because it is recognised that no change in the tariff Law 
is likely to be made for a considerable time. 

The great deficit in last year’s crops is considered to be the general 
contributory cause of the slackness in business, there having been a 
shortage of nearly 700,000,000 bushels in maize as compared with the 
previous year. There was also a shortage of all other forage and 
crops, except wheat. 
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‘he small trader who does not represent the views of a trust, is 
more truly interested in the progress and development of his own 
particular locality, and is therefore largely indifferent to the appre- 
hension of political trouble experienced by the bigger dealers, as, in 
view of the prosperity around him, he looks upon such fears as being 
mostly illusory. 

‘The hope is widespread that the end of 1914 will be much better 
than the beginning of the year, and that the turn of the tide will 
come with the great harvest of winter wheat which now seems to be 
assured. 

The apprehension as to political interference in_ business is 
confined largely to those of extensive interests, who by the very 
greatness of their interests are eminently conservative and fear the 
result of any change. ‘lhis apprehension undoubtedly checked many 
new enterprises and developments. Finally, there seems to be an 
uneasy feeling as to the effect of the new currency measure which 
decentralises banking and makes money more largely available for 
local needs and developments. In this particular connection, it is 
believed that it is more the fear of the unknown that acts against 
business, for the general consensus of banking views appears to be 
that the new currency law is one which will work well and do good 


to the whole community. (C. 4,803.) 





TRADE CONDITIONS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 
GENERAL. 


Nicaragua— The Acting British Consul-General for Nicaragua 
(Mr. R. C. Michell) reports that the Republic is passing through an 
acute financial crisis ; public works have been cancelled or curtailed, 
and merchants of good standing will not venture to renew their stocks 
until the financial situation becomes somewhat brighter. 

A loan from the United States has been under negotiation for some 
time ; if matters are brought to a successful issue the financial and 
also the political tension in Nicaragua would be at once relieved, and 
a trade revival would follow. In the meanwhile, however, small 
business houses are finding the strain too great. 

‘The procedure required by Nicaraguan law for declaration in bank- 
ruptcy is by no means onerous, and unscrupulous merchants have 
been known to take advantage of this fact to clear themselves of their 
liabilities. United Kingdom exporters, therefore, would find it to 
their advantage to address an enquiry to the British Consulate at 
Managua before entering into any transaction with firms or dealers 
in Nicaragua of whose local credit and standing they may perhaps 
have no accurate information. 

Given ordinary peace conditions Nicaragua would offer a good field 
for United Kingdom enterprise and trade, British capital being 
already invested in gold mining, coffee planting and sugar refining.

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Paraguay.— With reference to the notice on pp. 86-7 of the ‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 8th January last relative to trade conditions in 
Paraguay, H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Asuncién reports, under date 
29th April, that the economic situation in Paraguay, which developed 
unfavourably towards the close of 1915, has until now shown no sign 
of improvement, but has on the contrary become increasingly de- 
pressed. The scarcity of bills or gold, due to the decline in the 
export trade and to an unwillingness to sell on the part of those who 
may be possessed of gold, has so violently disturbed the relation 
between the paper medium and gold that the exchange has risen to 
about 100 pesos to the £1, a figure unprecedented in Paraguay, and 
it is feared that it is still rising. The dislocation of trade has con- 
sequently become acute. 

It is evident that the small traders are given too free facilities to 
borrow and that the general depression is aggravated by the abuse of 
the credit system, the small dealers throughout the country, who 
supply the country people on credit, being for the most part heavily 
in debt to the importing houses, while the latter in many cases them- 
selves have accounts that are overdue. ‘There have, however, been 
few failures, owing largely no doubt to the circumstance that the 
merchants are few in number and are well known, and that much 
elasticity is practised habitually. 

The decline in the export trade during the current year has been 
very marked. As Paraguay suffered from drought during the greater 
part of the year 1913, it is believed that the tobacco crop in some of 
the principal regions of production will be less than 50 per cent. of 
the 1915 crop. The export of the new crop, which commences about 
April or May, should afford some relief. Of the total crop about 80 
per cent. is exported, which brings into the country something like 
£150,000. 

The absence of the customary drafts in respect of timber has con- 
stituted one of the most serious factors in the situation. The great 
stagnation in the timber market in Argentina, due it is believed 
partly to overstocking and partly to the use of other materials, has 
continued to paralyse the timber industry in Paraguay. A large 
stock of timber has accumulated ready for shipment and_ probably 
most of the timber-cutting establishments have ceased work. In 
normal times Argentina absorbs about 75 per cent. of the total out- 
put of timber in Paraguay. ‘The cessation of work on the part of the 
quebracho extract companies has reduced the exports by about 
£50,000, and the absence of bills to that amount over and above 
the usual income from timber is appreciable. 

The jerked beef factories have also with one exception ceased work, 
the business being presumably no longer remunerative at the present 
high price of cattle. It may be doubted whether this industry can 
be maintained, and whether, in view of these enhanced prices, 
improved methods such as freezing are not imperative. In addition 
to the decline in the export of jerked beef there has been a decline in 
the export of hides, attributable to the closing of the jerked beef 
factories and to the reduction in the consumption of vattle caused by 
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the high prices paid for animals. ‘The annual value of the jerked beef 
exported has averaged hitherto about £200,000 and that of hides 
£300,000. 

No solution to the present difficulties is apparent, but some hope 
exists that, with the realisation of the proposed loan for £1,250,000, 
relief will be obtainable. It is also hoped that, as regards the future, 
the improvement in the price of the cattle and fruit for export offers 
a good prospect of the eventual development of this branch of export 
business. It is at least a favourable factor that, owing to past dis- 
turbances in Paraguay, real property did not acquire unduly inflated 
values, 

The decline in revenue consequent upon the shrinkage in Customs 
receipts is felt severely by the Government, which in the meantime 
is said to be effecting all possible economies. (C. 4,773.)

Russia (Ural District).— The following information is from the report 
by the British Vice-Consul at Ekaterinburg (Mr. T. H. Preston) on 
the trade of that district in 1913, which will shortly be issued :— 

The channels in which British interests have hitherto run 
in the Ekaterinburg district may be stated to have been almost 
entirely mining. In this the British may be said to have played, 
and do still play, the biggest part, especially as several large mining 
concessions have recently been obtained by United Kingdom 

capitalists. Firms of British nationality have done little in the trade 

of the district, and what they have done has been chiefly through 
middlemen (German agents). ‘The absence of proper represent- 
ation of United Kingdom firms in the Ural district up to the 
present is probably “accounted for by the following reasons :— 
(1) That they -do not realise the good prospects of business ; 
(2) that reliable information on the subject is difficult to obtain ; 
and (3) that they have been unaccustomed and unwilling to accept 
Russian methods of business, among which the most serious question 
is the long credit required. 

That there is a great future for the sale of goods of United 
Kingdom manufacture (which for the present must be chiefly 
confined to machinery of many different descriptions) may be 
gathered from the fact—at any rate, as far as mining is concerned— 
that in almost every branch new machinery is required. 

One may safely say that all the accessible places in the Urals, as 

vards gold and. platinum alluvium and iron ore mining, are nearing, 
if they have not already reached, their end so far as surface or 
primitive working is concerned, For more than 150 years 
this sort of primitive working (v.e., the primitive washing of gold 
and platinum plavers and the mining of iron ores) has been carried 
on, chiefly by the peasants. Now things are changing ; the surface, 
as far as primitive methods are concerned, is becoming worked out, and 
working by mechanical means as well as deep mining on ore bodies 
is being carried out, which entails considerable outlay in machinery, 
such as dredges, pumps, ore hoisting or winding engines, ore 
crushing plant, &c. 
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As mentioned above, articles of United Kingdom manutacture have 
found their way into the Ural district through foreign intermediaries. 
The articles in which such trade is at present done on a small scale 
(which trade could, however, be greatly increased by careful repre- 
sentation and trouble) are the following :—Pumps, light bovlers, 
portable boilers, sawing machinery, steel tools, cutlery, electrical ware, 
drills, light parts of mining machinery, agricultural machinery, scventific 
instruments, cloth and leather manufactures. 

In most of the foregoing as far as the mechanical line is concerned 
German firms have already obtained a firm footing, as also have the 
Americans in agricultural machinery. ‘This, however, is no reason 
why goods of United Kingdom manufacture should not find markets, 
as the demand is large. 

What is chiefly wanted is proper and thoroughly competent 
representation, 1.e., a staff of people who carefully study the wants of 
the purchasers, and are accordingly in a position to supply the right 
article. 

As most goods have to pay customs duties by weight, heavy goods 
would probably not be able to compete with similar goods of Russian 
manufacture. But even in these the import trade should be profitable, 
owing to the great demand—at any rate, until Russia by extension of 
her works and factories can meet it.

CARPETS AND RUGS. 


United States of America.— H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. 
H. D. Nugent) reports that, according to the local press, the new 
carpet and rug season is now fully opened, and price lists have been 
issued to the trade. There have been some price revisions and 
advances, the latter rarely exceeding 50 cents (2s. 1d.) on rugs 9 ft. 
by 12 ft. Some advances may possibly occur on rugs not ordered 
before 1st July. 

A greater variety of designs and colourings has been seen in the 

market this year than in previous seasons, manufacturers having 
made efforts in this direction rather than in the direction of different 
qualities. Buying during the first few days was not so active as 
in some past seasons. More attention was paid to fine Wiltons 
than was anticipated, and there was also a close examination of 
values offered in tapestries in rugs. 

Production in domestic carpet and rug mills is being restricted to 
orders received ; some factories are expecting a good summer, but 
most of them do not anticipate more than an 80 per cent. output. 

Foreign manufacturers are not offering much that is new, and 
importers are not predicting any marked increase in their sales this 
season, (C. 4,841.)

CEMENT. . 


Germany (Rhenish-Westphalia)— According to the “ Frankfurter 
Zeitung ” of 11th June, the position of the cement industry in Rhenish- 
Westphalia has steadily become worse during the course of the current 
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year. The Syndicate’s business is being seriously affected by the large 
sales by firms outside the Syndicate. The position of the building 
market also is still very bad in spite of signs of a slight revival, 
whilst among other consumers there is a decreased demand for 
cement. ‘There has been an over-production of cement and sales 
are very unsatisfactory. The sales crisis is not merely local, as all 
the German cement syndicates are complaining bitterly. The sales 
abroad are likewise slack, and there seems no possibility of utilising 
the surplus home production for export.

COAL. 


Belgium.—According to the “ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 
Sth June, the outlook in the Belgian coal market has not altered 
much, although there was no lack of adverse influences. German 
competition, especially on the part of mines outside the syndicate, 1s 
still being keenly fe!t. In their contracts the State Railways are 
working for reduced rates for deliveries subsequent to Ist July. It is 
reported that reductions in briquettes and fine coal are to be 
introduced. Interest centres chiefly, however, on the coke prices 
which are to be charged for the third quarter.

IRON AND STEEL. 


Germany (Rhenish - Westphalia). — According to the “ Bérsen 
Zeitung” (Berlin) of 8th June, there have lately been no very great 
changes on the Rhenish-Westphalian iron and steel market. The 
works have been fairly busy, and so reductions in the output have 
not had to be made. The Pig-Iron Syndicate is contracting sales for 
the third quarter at somewhat reduced prices. Reductions in price 
are expected to be introduced on Ist October, since the Coal Syndicate 
contemplates reducing prices for coke and coking coal on that date. 
Meanwhile the Pig-Tron Syndicate have undertaken to raise the 
export bounty from 4°75 marks (4s. 8d.) to 5°50 marks (5s. 5d.) per 
metric ton of worked up pig iron. 

No noteworthy change in the situation has been experienced in 
regard to the products of the Steel Works Syndicate. Half-finished 
products and shaped iron have been put on the open market for the 
third quarter at unchanged prices. Several good contracts for bar 
iron have been taken at slightly better prices. Prices of wrought 
iron for the third quarter are unchanged. Somewhat better contracts 
for sheets have been booked, whilst slightly better prices have been 
obtained for fine sheets. There has lately been more buying activity 
in pipes. ‘The sales of rolled wire are fairly satisfactory.  (X. 5,028.)

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TEXTILES. 


France.—The ‘“‘ Borsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 9th June states that 
though business in wool generally is quiet, French wool has advanced 
still further in price; prices remain quite firm also for foreign wool. 
Prices for tops, noils and waste remain firm, although buying was not 
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brisk either at home or abroad. The position of the spinning 
industry is unchanged, consumers both at home and abroad merely 
covering their needs. The position in the weaving industry is similar. 
No large contracts have been made, whilst prices are unsatisfactory 
in spite of the fact that weavers have had to increase their 
prices still further. This policy has been more successful in the 
knitted goods industry, in which business has been better than in 
the wool weaving industry. 

Important contracts for cotton yarns and, to a certain extent, for 
cotton fancy articles have been made. 

In the silk trade there is a continued strong demand for all articles 
at satisfactory prices. 

In the jute trade prices have become weaker. Linen yarn spinners 
report that the buying activity both at hoine and abroad has increased, 
and large contracts at better prices for both flax and oakum yarns 


have been made. The linen weaving trade is exceptionally brisk. 
(CX. 5,004.) 





COMMERCIAL OPPORTUNITIES IN ROUMANIA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Galatz (Major J. G. Baldwin, C.B.) on the trade of 
Roumania in 1913, which will shortly be issued :— 

Openings for British trade —United Kingdom merchants do not 
seem to be over eager to push their wares in the Roumanian market, 
and apparently find it more profitable to extend their relations else- 
where. While their Continental competitors have representatives in the 
country to nurse the market, British exporters are content to leave 
their interests in the hands of local commission agents. Some of 
these are, no doubt, highly capable and thoroughly reliable, but many 
have neither experience nor capital, and it is therefore essential that 
merchants should exercise the greatest caution in appointing agents. 
There is little doubt that United Kingdom interests have suffered 
greatly in the past from the lack of proper representation, and United 
Kingdom merchants are strongly recommended to follow their rivals’ 
example and send out capable and energetic travellers to study the 
conditions and needs of the Roumanian market. ‘Travellers should 
be capable of transacting business either in German or in [rench, 
failing Roumanian, and catalogues should always bea in one of these 
languages. 

Foreign competition.—Germany, Austria-Hungary, France, Italy 
and Belgium are the chief competitors of the United Kingdom in the 
Roumanian market. Germany has the largest share in the trade, 
and her proportion remains more or less stationary. Austria-Hun- 
gary, which comes next, is steadily increasing her share. With these 
two countries the United Kingdom shares over 70 per cent. of the 
total import trade, but her own quota shows a slight but almost 
steady decrease. France maintains an almost steady position, but 
both Italy and Belgium are annually contributing a larger proportion 
of the total imports. The United States, whose wares a few years 
ago were rarely seen in Roumania, is also rapidly coming to the front. 
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Continental manufacturers, and especially those of Austria-Hungary 
and Italy, have a distinct advantage over their United Kingdom rivals 
in the Roumanian market owing to geographical position and to 
cheaper freight rates, and it is only natural that United Kingdom 
merchants should find it more and more difficult to hold their own. 
The latter would no doubt increase their share of the trade if they 
had better representation, and also if they were willing to offer as 
liberal credit terms as their competitors ; but improved representation 
and better terms cannot discount the natural disadvantage of distance 
from the market. Quick delivery by rail tells heavily in favour of 
Continental manufacturers in those classes of goods which are of high 
value in relation to their bulk, such as textiles and machinery, and it 
is precisely in these lines that the United Kingdom is losing ground. 
The advantage of railway transport is less marked in the case of 
bulky goods, such as iron, coal and chemicals, and in these goods 
United Kingdom mere hants are inc reasing their share of the trade. 

The new Territory.—The new territory which Roumania has 
acquired as a result of the war is a strip, about 3,000 square miles in 
area, lying to the south and west of the Dobr adsha, and extending 
from the Black Sea to a point on the Danube in longitude about 
24° Kk. The district is entirely an agricultural one, the chief product 
being wheat. There is said to be a great scarcity of commodities in 
general, and the prices of some of the commonest articles of every- -day 
use are very high. At present there is little trade, what there is 
being chiefly in the hands of Bulgarians, Greeks and Turks. The 
chief seaport is Balcic, on the Black Sea, which exports about 80,000 
to 100,000 tons of grain (chiefly wheat) annually. ‘The sea is here so 
shallow, however, that only the smallest vessels can come alongside 
the quays, and all loading and discharging of cargoes has to be 

carried out by means of lighters. It is therefore likely that much of 
the grain coming from the district will be sent down the Danube 
from the river ports of Silistria and Turtucaia. 

The territory is sadly in need of roads and railways, and the postal 
facilities also are very poor. ‘The Government, however, seems to be 
intent on developing the district as rapidly as possible, as the soil is 
said to be very fertile, and the territory when once opened up 
should add considerably to Roumania’s resources as a grain-producing: 
country. ‘The larger Roumanian banks have also shown that they 
are fully alive to the possibilities of the district, and the National 
Bank has already opened a branch at Dobrici. 

With the opening up of the territory there is likely to be a marked 
increase in the demand for agricultural and industrial machinery, and 
United Kingdom manufacturers would do well to keep an eye on the 
possibilities of this new market. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Braila (Mr. J. Pitts) reports as 
follows :— 

Imports.—The centre of the import trade of the Braila district is 
waiuaiie shifting to Bucharest, as many firms find it more convenient 
to deal with one general agent in the capital for the whole of 
Roumania. ‘There are, however, still many firms in Braila that preter 
to deal direct, and it would certainly repay United Kingdom manu- 
facturers to give more attention to them. 
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The reason why the Roumanian market is looked upon with dis- 
favour by United Kingdom manufacturers is, no doubt, that it is 
necessary to give long credit in order to do business. This can, 
however, be safely given in many cases, provided frequent informa- 
tion from reliable sources is obtained, for old firms as well as new, and 
that a good agent is employed. 

The principal articles imported at Braila are coal and coke, iron 
piping, iron sheets, rails, agricultural and other machinery, fire-arms, 
cotton tissues, woollen tissues, silk tissues, cotton yarn, jute bags, 
rice, coffee, tea, olive oil, tallow, pitch, tar, creosote, chemical products 
and various manufactured articles. 


The British Vice-Consul at Constantza (Mr. L. E. Keyser) reports 
that Constantza being mainly a transit port, the bulk of the 
merchandise landed there is destined for other parts of the country. 
Wholesale importing firms are few in number and deal only in 
cotton goods, coal, and provisions such as oils, fruit, tea and coffee. 
The retail dealer in other articles as a rule replenishes his stock either 
from Bucharest or through the agency of commercial! travellers, who 
mostly represent Austro-Hungarian and German manufacturers. On 
the whole, except when dealing with the very few wholesale firms of 
recognised standing, the best plan for the United Kingdom exporter 
is to appoint a general agent in Bucharest who would “send his own 
travellers round the district. 

The acquisition of the new territory from Bulgaria will increase the 
trade of Constantza. For instance, the leading importer of cotton 
goods states that he is receiving numerous orders from the new 
territory and that his clients invariably demand United Kingdom 
goods. 


‘The Vice-Consul at Sulina (Mr. A. A. Adams) reports that tea and 
tinned provisions came principally from the United Kingdom in 1915, 
although Hamburg isa keen competitor for this trade. Cotton goods and 
dress fabrics were also principally supplied from the United Kingdom, 
but Berlin firms are opening up business in this direction, Perfumes 
and toilet soaps are imported from Irance and Austria-Hungary, and 
boots and shoes from the United Kingdom and the United States. 
Crockery is imported from Germany and Austria-Hungary, and 
furniture from Austria. 

In all these goods there is an opportunity for United Kingdom 
firms to extend their business, but the opportunity is limited by the 
small size of the market. It should be stated, however, that the 
market is not entirely restricted to Sulina, for there is regular and 
easy communication between that port and the up-river ports of 
Tulcea, Galatz and Braila, and the merchants of these towns some- 
times effect their purchases through Sulina merchants. The fact of 
Sulina being a free port doubtless has some bearing on this anomaly. 

Nearly all the female inhabitants of Sulina, even of the domestic 
and labouring classes, import the major part of their clothing and 
millinery from Paris direct. Certain business houses in that city 
send profusely-illustrated catalogues to all applicants, and the goods 
are supplied c.o.d., the payment for the goods, carriage and customs 
duties being collected by the local post office at the time of delivery.

SUGGESTIONS 


The ayy information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Warsaw (Mr. H. M. Grove) on the trade of that district in 1913, 
which will ces be issued :— 

Openings for trade—There are decidedly openings for United 
Kingdom trade in almost every branch of business. United 
Kingdom manufacturers should not lose sight of the fact that there 
was, and still is, a tendency in Poland to replace German goods by 
those of other countries. United Kingdom goods enjoy a high 
reputation, but owing on the one hand to the lack of knowledge 
of English by local dealers, and on the other hand to a lack of 
knowledge on the part of United Kingdom exporters of local trade 
conditions and requirements, the intercourse between the United 
Kingdom and Poland shows but slow development. 

Hints to traders.—Before appointing an agent, United Kingdom 
firms are strongly recommended to apply to the Consulate which 
will always do its best to try and obtain reliable information. 
H.M. Consul is constantly receiving complaints from United 
Kingdom firms regarding the misdemeanours of some agent. In 
nearly every case, had the firm applied to the Consulate before 
appointiny the agent in question, there would have been no loss, as 
the Consulate could have warned the firm that the man was not to be 
recommended. 

These agents are mostly of the Jewish persuasion, and as they are 
constantly being expelled from Russia proper they come to Warsaw. 
They are boycotted by the Poles, so their only means of making a living 
are to secure foreign agencies, and the methods by which they 
obtain them are most ingenious. ‘The results are generally bad for 
the foreign manufacturers, as most of these agents have lost every- 
thing on being expelled from Russia. 

At the same time, it is quite possible to find trustworthy agents, 
and the British Consulate at Warsaw will always do its best to 
assist United Kingdom tirms wishing to appoint agents. 

There is now a Bill being considered in the Imperial Duma pro- 
viding against fraudulent bankruptcies. According to this Bill, 
those taking over, or carrying on, the business of other persons will 
be made responsible for the debts of those from whom they take over. 

Another favourite trick, the bad resalts of which have come to the 
notice of the Consulate, is the following :—A man goes over to the 
Umited Kingdom and gets employment in some business house there.

PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 583 of the ‘* Board 
of Trade Journal” for the 11th December, 1913, 
relative to the inspection of fruit intended for 
export from the Union of South Africa, the Board 
of Trade have now received from H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner in South Africa copy of a Bill which has 
been introduced into the Union Parliament by the Minister of Agri- 
culture and which provides for the inspection of fruit which is being 
exported for purposes of sale from the Union of South Africa. 

Under the Bill it is provided, znter alia, that no person shall export, 
or cause or permit to be exported or attempt to export fruit from the 
Union to any place outside its limits, unless and until the packages 
in which the fruit is contained have been branded or stamped by an 
Inspector after an examination by an Inspector in accordance with 
prescribed conditions. 

Notice of intention to export fruit must be given in accordance with 
regulations. 

An Inpector shall, at a place prescribed by regulation, cause an 
examination of all fruit consigned for export to a place outside the 
Union, and if he is satisfied that the fruit is in accordance with the 
prescribed standards as to measurement and quality, and that other 
provisions have been complied with, he shall brand or stamp each box 
in the consignment with the coat of arms of the Union of South Africa 
encircled by the words ‘“* passed by Government Fruit Inspector.” 

The consignor shall pay the prescribed examination fees. 

The Bill defines the term ‘ fruit” to include only fresh fruit, and 
the words ‘‘ export” or ‘‘ exported” to mean export or exported for 
purposes of sale. (O.1,B. 13,572.)

last session. 

The present system adopted is as follows :— 

Shippers are asked to pack the honey in tins containing 56 lbs. 
weight, and the tins are placed in cases, two tins to each case. 

No tins showing any signs of leakage are accepted, and all honey 
must be granulated. 

For the purposes of oeane. honey is classed as ‘ white,” “light 
amber,” “ medium amber,” or “ dark.”

Under the new Ordinance, it is provided that the importation of any 
adulterated or impoverished milk or cream, or of any preserved 
cream which is not duly labelled as such, is prohibited, and all milk

or cream imported in breach of this prohibition is liable to seizure 
and forfeiture. 

Regulations are laid down in the Ordinance as to the methods to 
be adopted in labelling preserved cream imported into the Colony. 
Every receptacle containing preserved cream shall be labelled by the 
attachment thereto of an adhesive label, and every such label shall be 
in prescribed form and specify the preservative used, whether boric 
acid or peroxide, as well as the percentage of the former contained in 
the cream. 

Unless the context otherwise requires, ‘‘ milk” is defined in the 
Ordinance to include milk which is separated, skimmed, condensed, 
dried, impoverished or adulterated, and the expression ‘“ preserved 
cream” to mean cream containing 35 per cent. or more by weight 
of milk fat, to which,has been added either 

(a) boric acid or borax or a mixture of those substances, where 
the total amount expressed as boric acid (H, BO,) does not 
exceed } per cent. by weight, or 

(b) hydrogen peroxide in such quantity as not to be injurious to 
health. 

For the purposes of this Ordinance milk or cream is deemed to be 
impoverished in any of the following cases :— 

(i.) Milk shall be deemed to be impoverished if it contains 

(a) more than 89-2 per cent. by weight of water or fluids, 

(b) less than 8 or, being condensed milk, 25°5 per cent. by weight 
of milk solids other than milk fat, or 

(c) less than 2°8 or, in the case of condensed milk, 9 per vent. 
by weight of milk fat. 

(ii.) Cream shall be deemed to be impoverished if it contains less 
than 25 or, being preserved cream, 35 per cent. by weight of milk fat. 

Milk or cream is held to be adulterated if there has been added 
thereto any other substance whatsoever. 

Provided that milk or cream shall not be deemed to be adulterated 
in the following cases :— 

(i.) milk or cream by reason only of the addition of cane or beet 
sugar, 

(ii.) milk by reason only of the addition of other milk or cream if 
the resulting mixture is not impoverished milk, 

(ili.) cream by reason only of the addition of other cream or milk 
if the resulting mixture is not impoverished cream, 

(iv.) preserved cream by reason only of its containing the preserva- 
tives mentioned in the definition of preserved cream in the quantities 
specified in that definition. (C. 4,986.)

and of the Regulations which the Board of Agriculture are empowered 
to make. 

The Act, which repeals the ‘‘ Seed Potato Act, 1912,” is to continue 
in force to the end of 1916. 

Under the Regulations, which came into force on the 25th April, 
1914, the Inspector or the Assistant Inspector of Produce must inspect 
and examine the contents of not less than 10 per cent. of the barrels 
or packages in each consignment of potatoes imported into Bermuda, 
and power is granted to these officers to inspect all the packages of 
any consignment. 

The importation of potatoes from the following countries, which are 
declared to be infected, is prohibited, with effect from the 15th 
January, last, viz. :-— 

Great Britain and Lreland. 

The Countries of the Continent of Europe. 
The Dominion of Canada (except Nova Scotia). 
Newfoundland. 

The Islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon. 
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BERMUDA— continued. 


No potatoes will be permitted to ba imported from Maine, U.S.A., 
or from Nova Scotia, unless accompanied by prescribed certificates as 
to freedom from contamination from powdery scab or black wart. 

Any barrel or package found to contain one or more potatoes with 
canker wart or powdery scab, or any other disease, the presence of 
which in the Islands would be likely, in the opinion of the Board of 
Agriculture, to prevent the exportation of potatoes owing to protec- 
tive regulations against such disease in any other country shall be 
destroyed together with all its contents. 

Any barrel or package found to contain any potato insect pest shall 
also be destroyed, with all its contents. 

Every barrel or package containing potatoes imported into the 
Bermuda Islands must have plainly marked thereon, or on a label 
affixed or attached thereto, the name or initials of the exporter 
thereof to Bermuda, the name of the place in which the potatoes 
were grown, and, in the case of sead potatoes, the type or variety 
contained therein; in cases of failure to comply with these require- 
ments, the Bermuda Board of Agriculture may order the exportation 
of the potatoes to be carried out within a prescribed period, and, in 
case of non-compliance with such order, they may direct such potatoes 
to be destroyed or otherwise disposed of with a view of preventing, 
as far as practicable, the introduction into the Islands of injurious 
potato disease. 

Provisions are also made for the purpose of discarding small or 
diseased, &c., potatoes, whilst all barrels or packages of seed potatoes 
imported found to contain over 10 per cent. of potatoes affected 
with common scab shall be fumigated or treated in a manner 
approved by the Director of Agriculture. (C. 4,920.) 


The Board of Trade are also in receipt of a copy of ‘“‘The Opium Act, 
Importation of 1914” (No. 18 of 1914), which is to come into

All opium imported into the Bermuda Islands must be deposited at 
the cost and risk of the importer or consignee in a Store approved 
under this Act. 

No opium shall be delivered or withdrawn therefrom, except on the 
written authority of the Medical Officer of Health or some medical 
officer authorised by him. No opium may be withdrawn from a 
Store, except by a registered medical practitioner or dentist or a 
veterinary surgeon, or a person licensed under any Act for the time 
being in force in Bermuda restricting the sale of poisons. 

‘* Prepared opium ” is defined in the Act to mean the product of 
raw opium obtained by a series of special operations, especially by 
dissolving, boiling, roasting and fermentation, designed to transform 
it into an extract suitable for consumption, and includes dross and 
all other residues remaining when opium has been smoked.

“Opium” when used without any qualifying adjective, includes 
raw opium, medicinal opium, morphine, heroin, cocaine and similar 
drugs.

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

The issue of such permits was suspended by the United 
States Government in consequence of the recent outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease in this country. 

All permits issued are subject to the approval of Dr. W. H. Wray, 
of ‘ Maryland,” Beaconsfield, Bucks, the representative of the United 
States Department of Agriculture in Great Britain. Only hay, fodder, 
or litter forwarded from the United States, or such material originating 
from the farms from which the animals are shipped, or of known 
origin in Great Britain and approved by Dr. Wray, will be atlowed 
by the United States Government to accompany the animals. 

The animals will not be permitted to be shipped on the same vessel 
with horses originating from the Continent of Kurope. Horses from 
Great Britain can, however, be shipped on the same vessel as cattle, 
sheep, or other ruminants or swine from this country, subject to the 
origin of the fodder accompanying such horses being approved by 
Dr. Wray. (C. 4,913.)

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JAPAN (COREA). 


H.M. Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. A. H. Lay) has forwarded trans- 
lations of the recently published “ Corean Shipping 
Ordinance,’ ‘‘ Corean Shipping Survey Ordinance,” 
and the *‘ Corean Ship T'ax Ordinance.” 

According to Article [II. of the Shipping Ordinance, non-Japanese 
ships may not call at unopened ports, or carry on traffic in mer- 
chandise or passengers between any ports. ‘This rule is not to apply, 
however, in cases where special provisions exist in Laws, Treaties, 
&c., where the motive is to avoid shipwreck or capture, or in cases 
where the special permission of the Governor-General of Corea has 
been obtained. 

With regard to the Corean Shipping Survey Ordinance, Article LV. 
states that foreign vessels (1) chartered by Japanese subjects or 
Japanese juridical persons, and plying between Corean ports or 
between Corea and other countries, (2) plying only between ports on 
the Corean coast, lakes and rivers, and (3) embarking passengers or 
emigrants at any Corean port, are to be surveyed in the manner 
determined by the Governor-General of Corea. 

‘The above two Ordinances took effect on Ist June last. 

The Corean Ship ‘Tax Ordinance applies to Japanese vessels, with 
certain exceptions, and comes into force on Ist July next. The tax 
levied is to be 40 sen (about 10d.) on vessels of less than 10 tons 
gross or 100 koku* burden, and 4 sen (about 1d.) per ton on vessels 
of 10 tons or upwards gross tonnage or 100 koku burden or more, 
the tax for 1914, however, being at half rate.

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RUSSIA: 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr, F. B. Kirby) 
reports that, according to the Bulletin of the 
Copper Industry «Kharkov Coal and Iron Trades Bourse,” progress 
me S008. in the Russian copper industry was maintained in 
1913, although not to the same extent as in previous years, the 
output amounting to 2,095,000 pouds, as compared with 2,017,000 
pouds in 1912 and 1,564,000 pouds in 1911. The apparent check in 
the rate of progress was, however, due to the decrease in the quantity 
of copper smelted in the Urals, owing to some of the works in that 
district having been repaired and reconstructed during 1913. The 
production in the Urals in 1915 amounted to 1,055,000 pouds, as 
compared with 1,102,000 pouds in 1912, the Caucasus coming next 
with 611,000 pouds as compared with 576,000 pouds in 1912.

Imports 
into Torre Annunziata in 1913 amounted to 271,402 tons, all of 
United Kingdom origin. The quantity imported at Bagnioli was 
232,704 tons, of which 136,038 tons consisted of German coal from 
Rotterdam, and the rest o. United Kingdom coal. The imports of 
coal at Pozzuoli amounted to 46,306 tons, all of which came from the 
United Kingdom. 
The total imports of coal, therefore, into the Naples district in 1913 
amounted to 1,555,300 tons, of which 1,160,130 tons came from the 
United Kingdom. (C.L.B. 13,437.) 





ROUMANIA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Galatz (Major J. G. Baldwin, C.B.) on the trade of Rou- 
mania in 1913, which will shortly be issued :— 


The petroleum industry continues to flourish, although the production 
of crude oil in 1913 may have been below expecta- 
tion owing to the war and to the insufficiency of the 
means of transport ; nevertheless, it reached the 
figure of approximately 1,900,000 tons, as compared with 1,807,000 
tens in the preceding year, and 1,625,000 tons in 1911. Since 1906 
Roumania has doubled her output of petroleum, and she is now 
the fourth oil-producing country of the world, coming after the United

States, Russia and Mexico. There should, moreover, be a marked 
increase in the output once the new pipe lines at present under con- 
struction from Baicoi to Constantza have been completed. 

The total export of crude oil and oil products in 1913 is estimated 
to have been about 1,030,000 tons, as against 850,000 tons in 1912 
and 678,000 tons in 1911. The chief importing countries were the 
United Kingdom (whose import of Roumanian petroleum has 
increased enormously in the last few years), France, Germany and 
Kgypt. | 

Crude oil was exported to the extent of 29,000 tons, mostly to 
Austria-Hungary. The export of residues reached 341,000 tons, 
of which nearly a third went to the United Kingdom and about a 
sixth to Italy. The United Kingdom also took 100,000 tons of refined 
oil and Egypt 97,000 tons, out of a total of 419,000 tons. France and 
Germany were the chief buyers of benzine, each taking about a third 
of the total export of 208,000 tons. 

At the end of 1913 the number of companies engaged in the 
industry had risen to 73, with a nominal capital of £18,500,000, of 
which £14,250,000 had been paid up; 30 of these concerns, with an 
aggregate paid-up capital of £11,500,000, realised in the past year a 
net profit of £1,140,000, or nearly 10 per cent. 

The largest share of the capital invested has been supplied by 
Germany, whose proportion is estimated at 37 per cent. Next in 
order follow the United Kingdom with 30 per cent., the Netherlands 
with 12 per cent., and France with 6 per cent.

H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that,

the United States in 1913 amounted to 181,859 
tons (of 2,000 lbs.), a decrease in quantity of 18,205 tons, but an 
increase in value of 55,066 dols., as compared with 1912. The 
slackened demand for briquetted fuel is believed to be due to the 
exceptional mildness of the winter of 1912-13 and of November and 
December, 1913. 

The briquettes in favour in the Eastern States are of the boulette 
type, pillow or egg shaped, about the size of an anthracite nut. They 
are practically smokeless, and make a good fuel for open grates and 
kitchen ranges, holding their shape until entirely consumed, and then 
falling, when stirred, into a clinkerless ash. 

In the Central and Pacific Coast States the popular type of manu- 
factured fuel is of a larger size, about the same as that of egg coal.

and to limit the output for this year tothe same as 1913. The object 
of this action is to prevent a further fall in coal prices, which has been 
caused by the gradual rise in the stocks of coal at Moji and Waka- 
matsu, where over 400,000 tons are now stored. ‘This rise in stocks 
is stated to be largely due to recent over-production, and also to the 
failure of Japanese factory owners to accept delivery of contracted coal 
on account of the present industrial depression. Coal prices have 
fallen by 50 to 75 sen (about 1s, to 1s. 6d.) per ton, and according to 
the local press the competition of Chinese a Manchurian coal is also 
affecting the Japanese coal market. 

The Acting Consul adds that the Chikohu coalfield is situated in 
the Prefecture of Fukuoka, Kiushiu, the largest coal-mining district 
of Japan. The field lies to the south of Moji and Wakamatsu, and 
supplies more than half the total coal output of the country. There 
are 152 mines in this coalfield, and its total output of coal in 1913 
amounted to 9,000,000 tons, as compared with 8,600,000 tons in 
1912 and 7,900,000 tons in 1911. (C.1.B. 13,861.)

RUSSIA. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr. I. b. Kirby) 
reports, under date Ist June, that fears were 
entertained for the safety of the grain crop during 
the first half of May, owing to dry windy w eather, 
following on the unseasonably cool weather which 
had kept back the growth of the spring sowings, but since then there 
have been good general rains over the Don Territory, North 
Caucasus, and the South-East generally. 

The winter crops in the Kuban District and Stavropol Government 
show great promise, but spring crops are everywhere rather short, 
although healthy. Given reasonably favourable weather during 
the next few weeks, there is no reason why the crop should 
not be a good one; it must be remembered, however, that in view of 
the backwardness of the spring crops, these latter will not be able to 
stand much unfavourable weather. 

Prices, especially of barley and rye, have advanced somewhat at 
the Azov ports, owing to a scarcity of stocks; freight rates on the 
other hand are lower. (C.1.B. 13,828.)

The aim pursued in introducing these duties was to raise the 
price in Russia of foreign cotton to that of the Central Asian grower, 
and in this connection the writer gives the following figures from a 
report of the Kokand Bourse Committee :—

As a matter of fact, the writer points out, the above figures of cost 
of production in Central Asia refer only to Ferghana cotton, whereas 
in the other parts of ‘Turkestan the conditions are much worse. 

Among the unfavourable conditions prevalent is the system of 
monetary advances granted by the merchants and interested firms to 
the Sart growers, which, joined to the natural improvidence of the 
latter, has more than once, as in 1907 and 1908, during bad seasons, 
exerted a disastrous influence on the economic condition of the native 
growers, increasing, rather than lessening, their indebtedness. By 
the autumn of 1913 this indebtedness of the population of Ferghana 
had risen to about 6,000,000 roubles, which, with 18,000,000 roubles 
distributed in further advances during the season, brought the debt 
up, to 24,000,000 roubles, of which by February of this year some 
10,000,000 roubles remained unpaid, in spite of a very successful 


crop. (C. 4,470.)

FRANCE. 

H.M. Consul at Bordeaux (Mr. A. L. S. Rowley) reports, under date 
3rd June, that the Bordeaux vineyards are in an 
excellent state, the vines having resisted the wet, 
cold and even frosty weather which suddenly 
occurred during the middle of May. Should the 
fine, sunny weather continue, the hopes of an abundant harvest will 
at last be realised, after the many bad years and mediocre yields. A 
super-abundant yield would not only improve prices, but would give 
renewed vigour to the industry, which has been hampered by the 
stagnation in trade due to the tightness of the money market 
throughout the country. 

The wine trade is still very slack and quiet, buyers being unwilling 
to accede to the growers’ prices, except in the case of best. quality 
wine. (C.1.B. 13,668.)

Industry. new mills are being built and old ones increasing 
their capacity. In Galatz and Braila alone the 
present output of flour is over 1,000 tons a day. 

There are two distinct kinds of flour milled in Roumania—that 
made from Muntenian wheat and that made from the strong red 
wheat grown in Moldavia. ‘The former is of poor quality though 
cheap; but the flour made from Moldavian wheat is considered by 
many to be as good as, if not better than, the best Hungarian flour. 
At present the difference in price c.i.f. the United Kingdom between 
ie and the best Moldavian flour amounts to several shillings 
per sack, and Roumanian exporters could quote even lower figures but 
for the fact that there are no regular lines of ships running direct to 
London. As it is, flour destined for the United Kingdom has 
to be transhipped at Antwerp or Rotterdam, and freight rates rise 
accordingly. 

The total exports of flour in 1913 amounted to 130,000 tons, The 
greater part went to the Orient, Turkey taking 70,000 tons and 
Egypt 30,000 tons. The re-distribution of the Balkan territory may, 
however, seriously affect the export to this quarter, especially to the 
islands now in Greek hands, where local producers will be protected 
by the new Greek tariff. The export to the United Kingdom is very 
small—only 2,800 tons in 1913.

‘The engineering and _ tinplate 
trades continued to be well employed. ‘The textile trades showed a 
slight recovery, and there was a further seasonal improvement in the 
building and kindred trades, except in London, which was still 
affected by the dispute. | 

In the trade unions, with a net membership of 993,131, making 
returns, 22,681 (or 2°3 per cent.) of their members were returned as 
unemployed at the end of May, 1914, compared with 2°1 per cent. at 
the end of April, 1914, and 1°9 per cent. at the end of May, 1913. 

It was reported by the Labour Exchanges that there was a continu- 
ance of the demand for labour in the shipbuilding trades on the 
Clyde and the North-Kast Coast. In the building trades there was a 
scarcity of labour in some districts, and painters continued to be in 
demand in the provinces. ‘There was also a deficiency of women in 
the clothing trades. 

Compared with a year ago, employment showed a decline in the 
principal trades. ‘The coal mining, engineering, shipbuilding, and 
textile trades were not so fully employ ed, and there was a marked 
decline in pig iron and iron and steel. On the other hand, there was 
an improvement in the tinplate, boot and shoe, glass and brick trades.

NORTH AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at Portland, Oregon (Mr. T. E. Erskine), reports that 
the halibut fishing industry of the Pacific Coast 
of North America is now in a serious condition. 
For months the fleet of halibut vessels has been 
steadily increasing, not only in Washington, but 
also in Alaska and British Columbia, and new 
vessels are constantly being launched or old vessels converted to this 
work. A large number of cold storage plants have also been erected 
at various points along the coast within the last two years, and while 
these furnish the market for part of the enormous catch being made, 
they are now proving a serious detriment to the industry, for when 
the winter season of 1913-14 began, the quantity of frozen halibut 
offered was so large that the wholesale market broke down. 

In 1912 the pack was 15,000,000 lbs. and in 1913 22,441,000 Ibs. 
During the winter the weather has been so mild that a great deal of 
fresh halibut was caught and sold in competition with the frozen fish. 
This fish is all delivered at Puget Sound ports, and in four days 25 
independent schooners landed in Seattle 618,000 lbs. of halibut, and 
three company vessels and one independent steamer, 730,000 lbs., while 
two steamers brought 85,000 lbs. from Alaska, making a total of 
] 433,000 Ibs. placed on the market in four days. The price dropped 
from 53 cents (about 3d.) per lb. on 10th April to 2} cents (14d.) 
per lb. on 14th April. 

Two suggestions are now being made to improve matters. One 
is that a close season should be established from 15th November to 
15th February ; this of course would need the consent of the Canadian 
Government. The other is that the owners of the vessels in this 
fishery should pool their interests and start places for selling the 
fish in all the large cities of the United States, because whereas the 
wholesale price has fallen so low that it no longer pays the fishing 
companies, the retail price has not changed at all. (C. 4,749.)

BRAZIL: 


H.M. Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. D. R. O'Sullivan Beare) 
7 , reports that the value of the imports into Brazil 
eh he first. quarter of 1914 ted t 

Jan.-March, 1914. during the first quartet of i amounted to 

£12, 491 ,227, as compared with £17,777,487 during 
the corresponding per iod of 1913. ‘The value of the exports during 
the same period was £15,765,583, a decrease of £2,027,142 as 
compared with the first quarter of 1913. These decreases in imports 
and exports illustrate the economic crisis through which the country 
is passing at the present time, and also the depression which exists in 
Brazil in all branches of trade. 

An encouraging feature of the situation is the fact that the value 
of the exports has, so far, been greatly in excess of the value of the 
imports, but this has been counterbalanced by an export of specie 
of over £3,000,000 during Jan.-March, 1914, as against an import of 
only £12,000. 

Exports of rubber decreased from 13,185,491 kilogs., valued at 
£4.506,430, in Jan.-March, 1913, to 12,413,712 kilogs , valued at 
£2,912,870, in the corresponding period of 1914, while exports of 
coffee increased in quantity from 2,773,572 bags (of 60 kilogs.) to 
3,275,512 bags, although the value decreased from £9,950,675 to 
£9,064,154. Lt is encouraging to note that exports of cocoa, cotton, 
hides and sugar all show substantial increases in quantity and value 
during the first quarter of 1914, as compared with the corresponding 
period last year. H.M. Consul-General is of opinion that the future 
prosperity of Brazil undoubtedly depends upon the development of 
products other than rubber and coffee. (C. 4,714.)

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign wong | and British Possession, and of the 
trade at each port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supple- 
ment) will contain a classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and 
II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

with detailed tables showing the quantity and value of the imports 
and exports of each article consigned from and to each country, 
figures being given in each case not only for the year 1913, but also 
for each of the four preceding years. Statistics of the imports and 
exports of coin and bullion from and to each country are given in 
separate tables at the end of the volume. ‘The return contains an 
introductory statement showing the basis on which the tables are 
compiled, and giving an outline of their scope and arrangement.

(Applications to the Umpire.) 


In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received application for 
decision as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of workmen :— 


311. Workmen engaged in making hollow concrete slabs for 
flooring. 


Any representations with reference to the above application 
may be made in writing to the Umpire by, or on behalf of, any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, S.W., on or before 
drd July, 1914. 


Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decision on the above application on or after 6th July, 1914. 


EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 


All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
= orised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of

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National Insurance Act, 1911. 





4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application. 














The decisions of the Umpire upon the foregoing will be announced in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” in due course.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 7 
Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
1455. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in driving a steam 


navvy used in connection with the construction, reconstruction or 
alteration of railways, docks or other works of construction. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1454. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making buoys for 
fishing nets. 


Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 


Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
